Bisulphite of Soda in Biceihling. 


I believe that as yet sufficient attention has 
not been paid to the injurious effects arising from 
the use of antichlor or hyposulphite of soda for 
the purpose of extracting substances bleached 
with chlor—such as straw, wood, paper, rags, and 
yarns, and stuffs prepared from jute, hemp, flax, 
or cotton—the remains of chlorine. The worst 
consequence is, no doubt, the well-known secre- 
tion of sulphur in the shape of a very fine yellow- 
ish white powder, which spreads over the fibres 
and settles in the pores of the bleached sub- 
stances in such a manner that scarcely any 
amount of washing can remove it. By exposure 
to air this powder, by absorbing oxygen, will be 
oxydised into sulphureous acid and eventually 
into sulphuric acid. Of course this will seriously 
affect the strength and quality of yarns and 
stuffs. In the manufacture of paper the effects 
are also very serious, for the paper made from 
pulp so impregnated will turn out brittle, and 
writing paper will not be fit for the use of ordi- 
nary ink, as writing would fade very quickly. 

All these disadvantages can be obviated by the 
use of bisulphite of soda. The use of this salt 
will render the secretion of sulphur impossible. 
So far sulphite of soda had given satisfactory re- 
sults, but the great advantage obtained from the 
use of bisulphite is, that taking equal quantities, 
the latter will develop a much larger quantity of 
sulphureous acid than the former can possibly 
do. It is therefore possible with the bisulphite 
to clear a much larger quantity of goods from 
chlorine, in less time and at a proportionately 
smaller cost than could be done with sulphite. 

The great advantages derived from the use of 
a solution of bisulphite of soda, slightly acidu- 
lated with sulphuric acid, in washing and bleach- 
ing wool, woolen and worsted yarns, and all 
sorts of stuff goods, are, no doubt, well known. 
On goods prepared in this way colors will show 
with unusual bloom and brilliancy.—T. Schu-

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Improvement in Paper-Barrel Machines. 





An improvement in paper-barrel machines has 
been recently patented by Francis N. Davis, of 
Beloit, Wis. It is customary to make the body 
of a paper barrel from a single heavy sheet of 
paper board, the ends of which must, in some 
way, be properly secured together, and Mr. 
Davis claims to have found the methods in use 
for doing this objectionable. The object of his 
invention, therefore, is to provide mean’, by the 
use of which the ends can be secured together by 
a glue-joint; and this he accomplishes by means 
of an expanding cylinder, one end of the shaft 
of which is supported in a movable bearing, so 
that, after the sheet has been wound upon the 
cylinder and the ends secured, it can be imme- 
diately removed from the cylinder without wait- 
ing for the joint to dry, by the use of suitable 
clamping devices, and by the use of suitable de- 
vices for adjusting the pressure upon the sheet 
while it is being wound upon the cylinder. 

The expanding cylinder is made in two parts, 
hinged one to the other, and the shaft is perma- 
nently secured to one part of the cylinder. No 
part of the standards or end pieces of the frame 
comes forward far enough to project over any 
portion of the cylinder, the object being to 
leave an open space for the removal of the body 
of the barrel after its ends have been joined. 
The bearing for one end of the shaft is open at 
the top, and connected with it are two arms 
which are hinged to one of the standards. The 
other end of this shaft is supported in a bearing, 
This shaft, however, is extended out some way 
beyond the frame, and the extreme end thereof 
revolves in a support so that this end of the shaft 
has two points of support, by means of which 
the cylinder will be supported when the bearing 
is turned down. 

The cylinder can be expanded at a joint by 
means of cams upon a secondary shaft extend- 
ing through one part of the cylinder, the cams 
coming in contact with suitable faces upon the 
other half of the cylinder, while a lever or 
crank operates the shaft upon which the cams 
are located. The other features of the machine 
consist of a. dovetailed groove through the 
cylinder; a removable locking rod, one end of 
which is inserted into a fastening secured to 
one end of the cylinder, while the other end of 
this rod is hinged to an arm, provided with a 
slot to engage with a projection on the cylindér; 
4 clamping-bar, adapted to slide easily into the 
dovetail recess, each end of this bar being recessed ; 
another clamping-bar, the ends of which are cut 
away upon the under side; clamping-irons, 
adapted to be driven over the ends of the two 
clamping-bars.

With this there is a shaft having an 
eccentric or cam upon each end. This is also 
supported in the bearings. The roller and shaft | 
are connected together at each end by means of 
a cord. A handle or lever is employed for 
operating the shaft. The roller is provided with 
a recess near each end, for guiding the end 
hoops. In use, the ends of the sheet which is to 
form the body of the barrel are chamfered, the 
sheet being of such length that one end will lap 
over the other, about. A wooden hoop is then 
secured to each end of the sheet by means of 
tacks. The recessed clamping-bar is placed in 
the dovetail groove of the cylinder. One end of 
the sheet is placed over this clamping-bar, and 
secured in place by means of the locking rod. 
The cylinder is to be expanded by means of the 
cams, operated by the crank; then by rotating 
the cylinder the sheet will pass under the roller, 
the hoops passing in the recesses, and the roller 
being ‘properly adjusted, the sheet will be held 
in close contact with the cylinder, and be tightly 
wound thereon. Before a revolution is entirely 
complete glue is to be applied to the surfaces of 
the two ends of the sheet which are to come 
in contact; then the other clamping-bar is to be 
placed upon the top of the sheet. The two ends 
are to be brought together, and the clamping- 
irons are to be applied to each end of the 
clamping-bars, and driven to place. The ends of 
the sheet will then be firmly held together be- 
tween the clamping-bars; then by turning the 
cams the two parts of the cylinder will 
come together, making the cylinder somewhat 
smaller than before; then the locking rod is to 
be removed; then the body of the barrel, with 
the clamps, can be removed by silding 1t from 
the cylinder, first turning down the bearing. 
The cylinder will be suitably supported while the 
body is being removed by means of the’ two 
bearings for the shaft. The body thus removed, 
with the clamps thereon, can be set aside as long 
as will be necessary for the glue to set. By the 
use of a number of clamping bars and clamps 
the work can go on continuously, only a single 
cylinder being used. If a cylinder had to be 
prepared for each body the expense would be too 
great. Cylinders of different sizes can be used 
in the same machine. The clamping bars may 
be made of wood. 

The claims of the inventor comprise: 

1, A eylitider constructed in two parts, hinged 
together at one side, one section having a dove- 
tailed groove, in combination with an eccentric 
for expanding or contracting the cylinder, so as 
to'enable the shells to be easily withdrawn with 
their clamps. 

2. A locking rod and lock in combination with 
the removable clamp and roller. 

3. The combination of the sliding heads, frame, 
screws, roller, eccentric, shaft and cylinder for 
adjusting space and pressure.

Paper in Central Asia. 





Nearly all the paper used in Central Asia is 
manufactured at Khokand, and at Tcharku, a 
little village in the Khanate of Khokand. The 
process of making it is rude and slow, yet 
interesting as a hint of the achievements of the 
native Asiatics in the industrial arts. The fol- 
lowing account of the manufacture is taken from 
a recent work on “‘ Turkistan:” ‘The rags are 
alternately pounded and macerated until they 
are reduced to a thick pulp, which is then col- 
lected into a round ball. Portions of this are 
then placed in a tub of water and well mixed 
tegether. The paper-maker takes an oblong 
sieye, made of thin grass stretched over a wooden 
frame, and puts into it a certain quantity of the 
pulp, shaking and inclining it until it is equally 
distributed over the surface. After allowing it 
to stand a few moments, he turns it out on a 
board. 

“In this way one man can make about 300 
leaves per day, which are placed one on the other, 
with layers of felt between, and submitted to a 
heavy pressure to squeeze out the moisture. In 
the morning they are taken out and hung for 
drying on a wall exposed to the south. The 
sizing and polishing are done in the bazaar, by a 
different set of workmen. The size usually 
employed is a kind of dextrine found nearly pure 
in the roots of the Shirash, a plant of the lily 
family, and the polishing is made by rubbing it 
with a smooth, heavy stone. 

‘“* By this process the value of the paper is 
nearly doubled (from 10 to 13 or 20 cents a sheet). 
Imperfect paper is, however, never thrown 
away ; for, at the time of sizing, holes or fissures 
are patched up with their strips, and the surface 
is made so even that defects can only be discov- 
ered by holding the sheet up to the light. This

Preservation of Belting. 





Scherffig recommends for the preservation of 
leather, hemp or cotton belts, their saturation 
with boiled oil varnish before using. They are 
soaked in this as Jong as they will take up any 
of the oil varnish, and after drying for a few 
weeks the treatment is repeated. After this a 
coating every few months is sufficient to keep 
them in an excellent state of preservation. The 
belts not treated in such a manner grow shorter 
or longer with a change in the temperature, but 
after treating with oil varnish no extension or 
contraction can take place. They always re- 
main very soft and do not slip on the pulleys. 
Treatment with oil varnish can also be advan 
tageously used for the soles of boots, &c. They 
thus become more solid and water-tight, and, in 
the case of boots, creaking is prevented.— Boett- 
ger’s Polytechnic Notes.

No. 190,595. Turbine Water-Wheels.—Wm. 
kins, Jr,, Bellefonte, Pa. 

This wheel has a centre extending the entire 
height of the same, whose exterior form is that 
of an inverted truncated cone. The upper edge 
of the centre has a narrow horizontal flange, 
and from this flange the sides of the centre slope 
inwardly to the bottom. 

No. 190,618. Paper-Bag Machines.—James P. Ray- 
mond, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The bag tube, with its end spread into a “‘ dia- 
mond fold,” is placed in a slot in the table, and 
held by a clamp § until the gripers on the chain 
are brought into position to seize the tube. It is 
then carried under the presser-plate to the past- 
ing devices, thence to the side folders, and, 
finally, to the guides and rolls which make the 
‘* packing fold,” and delivered. 

No. 190,619. Paper-Bag Machines.—James P. Ray- 
mond, Cincinnati, Ohio.

No. 190,654. Processes and Apparatus for Molding 
Paper Pulp.—Seth Wheeler, Albany, N. Y. 

A sufficient quantity of pulp is introduced to 
the pulp-chamber, through an opening in its top, 
to fill the chamber about half full, after which 
the opening is securely closed. The adjustable 
hollow form, to which is attached a tube having 
a cock and lever at its lower end, is then lowered 
into the pulp by means of said lever, and air 
under pressure is admitted through a pipe to the 
space above the pulp. The cock is then opened, 
thus allowing the water to escape as the pulp 
collects upon the form. After the form has col- 
lected-a sufficient quantity of pulp it is elevated 
to the air-chamber, where the pulp is partially 
dried. The ‘form is then removed from the 
chamber, and set away to allow the pulp upon 
it to dry completely.

Rope, matting and linen cloth 
have all been manufactured from it, and now it 
is presented in the shape of good, serviceable 


wrapping-paper, card-board, and roofing for | 


houses. The mills for carrying on these opera- 
tions have been named the Kaihu, and are lo- 
cated in the district of Northern Wairoa, where 
a very considerable plant has been erected, at a 
cost of between $100,000 and $200,000. An ex- 
amination of the wrapping-paper, card-board 
and roofing felt thus produced shows that, in re- 
spect to both quality and cheapness, the market 
affords nothing preferable. The paper is of a 
fine, close texture, and almost as strong as 
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parchment—it will tear, but not break, and the | 


prepared material for roofing purposes is not | 


only of superior adaptation in point of quality 
to the usual descriptions of felt roofing, but is 
furnished at a much lower price. The matting 
manufactured from the flax is also found to have 
the advantage not only of being much cheaper 
than the well-known coir matting, but trials of 
the fabric prove that it will. stand three times 
the wear and tear.

Printings 
and common news makers will find this pays 
well and additional paper must be made. Great 
enterprise is necessary in these bad times. 

The finer classes of paper are selling tolerably 
well. In fact, the well-known brands of paper 
always sell. Foreign mills are now sending half 
stuff and boards into the market, but I fear they 
will find business very dull. The price of com- 
mon papers is still low, 34d. less 5 per cent. 

There has been a little activity in our home 
markets during the week, perhaps owing to buy- 
ers thinking it wise to contract a few months 
ahead. Well, prices are very low, and if we go 
to war they are certain to rise. Why, I do not 
know. Coals are very easy, and chemicals have 
been looked after a little for future delivery over 
the current year. 

A small hand-maker tells me this morning that 
trade in his line is very bad. However, this is 
the same old story, and I am getting afraid to 
ask anybody how business is with them. 

J. H. Bracken & Co. (whose alterations in their 
mill I mentioned two months ago) have com- 
pleted their arrangements in their works, and are 
now running full work. Indeed, they have been 
since 21st of last month. 

Last week Calder Grove Mill, in Wakefield, 
was making for stock, a course not resorted to 
for some time. ‘They are preparing to erect a 
new rag engine, but at present progress is re- 
tarded on account of slackness of trade. I have 
one or two letters from makers respecting short 
time. They seem to favor the total abolition of 
night work. I have explained fully why this 
can never take place—at any rate under existing 
circumstances. But it is needless to comment | 
upon this question again. To give you an idea 
of how trade is among paper makers I may men- | 
tion the fact, that the representative of a large 
chemical business took a journey last week and | 
visited a circle of his paper-making customers. 
Notwithstanding all his eloquence on the war | 
and its fearful results, he obtained two orders, 

iz.: 1 ton of alum at £7, and 1 ton of soda ash 
at £12. His net commission at 1 per cent. would 
amount to the handsome sum of 3s. 9d.! He in- 
tends going to bed instead of taking the next 
journey.

Staining Wood. 


In most cases the staining of wood may be 


| effected so as to produce very bright colors with- 


out any previous preparation, as, generally 


| speaking, the mordants employed have a bleach- 
| ing action on the wood. 


But in many cases, in 
consequence of the quality of the wood under 
treatment, it must be freed from its natural col- 
ors by a preliminary bleaching process. To this 
end it is saturated as completely as possible with 
a clear solution of 17'¢ ounces chloride of lime 
and 2 ounces soda crystals, in 10'¢ pintsof water. 
In this liquid the wood is steeped for half an 


hour, if it does not appear to injure its texture. 


After this bleaching it is immersed in a solution 
of sulphurous acid to remove all cases of chlo- 
rine, and then washed in pure water. 
Red.—The wood is plunged 
of 1 ounce of curd soap in 
water, or else is rubbed with the solution, then 
magenta is applied in a state of sufficient dilu- 
tion to bring out the tone required. 
Violet.—The wood is treated in a bath made 


up with 4'¢ ounces olive oil, the same weight of |

The clear 
liquor is decanted off from the sediment of sul- 
phate of lead and is then diluted with water till 
it marks | degree B. The wood when mordanted 
is dyed green with berry liquor and extract of 
indigo, the relative proportions of which deter- 
mine the tone of the green. 

The wood, mordanted, as above directed, can 
also be dyed a fine blue with extract of indigo. 

Yellow,—Mordant with red liquor and dye 
with bark liquor and with tumeric. 

Besides the aniline colors cochineal gives a 
very good scarlet red upon wood. Boil two 
ounces of cochineal, previously reduced to a fine 
powder, in 35 ounces of water for three hours, 
and apply it to the wood.

FLETCHER HARPER. 
Fletcher Harper died at his in 
Twenty-second street, New York, at 4 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning, May 2%. He had been in fail-

He was born at Newtown, near Brooklyn, on 
Long Island, January 31, 1806, and was the

For many years there was 
no actual division of profits, and no account be- 
tween the members of the firm. Each took what 
money he wanted, and as he wanted it. What 


| was left was common property. Even after the 


brother who had the largest family, and was in 
the habit of drawing the most money, insisted 
that the excess should be charged to him, the 
book-keeper’s entry wasa mere form. It was 
more than thirty years after the four became 


| partners before a balance-sheet of the accounts 


between them was struck. 

As their business increased, each partner nat- 
urally took special charge of some department. 
In fifteen or twenty years the youngest brother 
grew to be looked upon as the actual manager, 
at least in the outward relations of the firm. Un- 


| less the matter happened to fall within John 


Harper's special department as financier, any one 
who had any definite business to propose was 
usually requested to speak to ‘“‘the Major,” as 
Fletcher Harper was familiarly designated. 
When the Magazine and Weekly were estab- 
lished, he first fairly showed the great powers 


| which he possessed beyond those of a strong busi- 


ness man. Although he never wrote a page for 


| publication, he was really the editor of the Mag- 
| azine up to the time when the Weekly began to | 
| assume a decidedly political character.

In his business he had shown that in this sphere 
he was a born leader of men. He now showed 
that he had all the higher qualities of a politician

notable political powers during the civil war, and 
during the eight years which followed the second 
It is enough to say, without 
detracting from the claims of the men who held 
the pen or the pencil, that Harper's Weekly was 
Fletcher Harper.

General Notes. 


Size. 


A Stockton, Cal., man claims that paper of 
several varieties and of superior quality can be 
manufactured from the leaf of common flag. 
The Stockton Independent says that the flag is 
prepared simply by being boiled with lime. 
The inventor is building a paper mill to make 
flag paper. 

Drs. Barnes, brothers, of Illinois, mention a 
simple remedy, which has been used with excel- 
lent results by them in a number of cases of hay 
fever, after all the usual methods of treatment 
had failed. The remedy is the inhalation of the 
smoke from burning the flowers of ehamomile 
(Anthemis nobilis.) The fumes should, of 


| course, be brought into contact with every por- 


tion of the nasal passages, in order to receive the 
full benefit of the drug. A few coals on a plate, 
and the flowers dropped on them, is a good way 
for using it. 

It is reported that a new device for utilizing 
eel-grass has lately been discovered. By a cer- 
tain chemical process the blade of grass is con- 
tracted to one-quarter its natural width, giving 
it a permanent curl that resembles curled hair, 
thereby adapting it for use in upholstering. It is 
said to be also an excellent paper stock, for 
which it can be used in the manufacture of the 
finer grades of paper, as it is susceptible of a 
high finish. Boston gentlemen have proposed to 
start the manufacture of it for paper stock and 
upholstering. 

War CORRESPONDENTS FOR THE ENGLISH 
Press.—Mr. Forbes again acts for the Daily 
News. The Russian Embassy has refused to 
accord facilities to any paper that has, during 
the recent controversies, given support to the 
Turkish cause, and it is believed that the only 
London journals that will have accredited Eng- 
lish correspondents will be the Daily News and 
the Times. Even the illustrated publications 
have had passports refused for their artists. 
The Illustrated News has deputed seven artists 
to make special sketches for that enterprising 
publication, and the Graphic will also be well 
represented. The great centre of newspaper re- 
presentati¥es will be the Turkish headquarters 
on the Danube, and according to current state- 
ments there will be some scores of correspond- 
ents there from English, French and German 
journals. 

To Bricuten Iron.—The following method 
of brightening iron is recommended by . Boden: 
The articles to be brightered are, when taken 
trom the forge or the rolls, in the case of such 
articles as plate, wire, etc., placed in diluted sul- 
phuric acid (1 to 20), where they remain for 
about an hour. This has the effect of cleansing 
them, and they are washed clean with water and 
dried with sawdust. They are then dipped for 
about a second in commercial nitrous acid, washed 
carefully, dried in sawdust, and rubbed clean. 
It is said that iron goods thus treated acquire, 
without undergoing any of the usual polishing 
operation, a bright surface having a white glance. 
Care should be taken by anyone using the ni- 
trous acid not to inhale,its fumes.

The fund for making provision for the widow 
and children of the late Mr. George Smith, the 
Assyrian explorer, is being raised very slowly, 
and has been all but stagnant during the last 
two months. The original purpose was to ob- 
tain a capital sum of £1,000, to be invested for 
the benefit of Mrs. George Smith, who is in poor 
circumstances, her distinguished husband having 
expended his never very considerable means in 
the lands of antiquarian discovery and science. 
Of this extremely moderate demand upon the 
British public as yet only about £880 has been 
collected, and during the past two months 
barely £10 has come in toward the fund, so that 
some £120 is still required. 

In alluding to the Chinese printing-press, as 
mentiened by Sir Charles Dilke, a correspondent 
of the Times says: *‘ Sir Charles Dilke is made 
to speak of the Chinese language as one that can 
only be~printed=by their common method of 
woodcuts, or by some analogous plan with en- 
graved surfaces. He does not seem to be aware 
that, notwithstanding the multifarious sign- 
words that go to make up a Chinese book, mil- 
lions of pages have been printed in the best style | 
during several years past with a metallic mov- 
able type. Composition used to be, it is true, a 
very laborious task. Five or six thousand dif- 
ferent word-signs (quasi-letters) entering, for ex- 
ample, into such a volume as the Bible, the com- 
positor’s task in former days involved a great 
deal of pedestrian labor, in addition to memory 
and skill. About twenty years ago, however, an 
intelligent missionary printer, by a careful enu- 
meration of the different word-signs, and calcu- 
lation of their respective proportions in the lan- 
guage, invented a polygonal type-case, with 
larger and smaller nests, so compact that the 
compositor now is as stationary as if he were 
manipulating the letters of the alphabet. The 
Bible Societies of England, Scotland and Amer- 
ica, besides private individuals, issue every year 
a very voluminous literature in its way. But 
already at the commencement of the seventeenth 
century the use of movable types had been made 
known by the Jesuits to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and a very costly and magnificent edition 
of the Imperial Lexicon has been printed from 
types.”
